BERLIN—A great and joyful 
Christmas reunion was in full 
swing today as West Berliners 
streamed through the Conimun- 
ist wall to meet relatives in 
East Berlin for the first time 
in 28 months. Teeey

autos had passed through the 
five crossing points in the wall 
some five hours after East Ger- 
man border guards lifted the 
steel, candy - striped barriers

The welcome was real 


enough, The Reds were putting

Loudspeakers, so often used 
to hurl propaganda tirades 
at the West, were proclaiming 
the Christmas truce. 

There was no big crush for 
any queues, But heavier move- 
ment was expected later today 
when factories and offices close. 

More than 30,000 West Ber- 
liners are expected to make the

East German guards, who

transit systems in this city and 
Vancouver 
The doubts about the legal 


status of B.C. Hydro, arising from 
the decision of Chief Justice Sher- 
wood Lett rejecting the legislation 
which created it, can be easily dis- 
sipated by further legislation at the 
next session of the provincial gov- 
ernment. But the problem of how 
to convert the transit systems into 
paying propositions is a much-more 
difficult “one. Present indications 
are that higher fares for bus rides 
will be sought. This could well 
compound the difficulties. 

Buses in Victoria and Vancou- 
ver operate in an overall environ- 
ment of private car ownership. Only 
parking troubles, the reluctance of 
women drivers to travel in heavy 
traffic, or similar deterrents act to 
keep down the number of private 
vehicles _on-the streets. _The_result 
is that almost everyone who has a 
car uses jt daily—to get to work, 
to go-shopping, for pleasure. _ 

This means that only the trans- 
portation left-overs—non-car own- 
ers, wives in one-car families, some 
schoolchildren, the aged—-use the 
public buses. Even including peak 
hours the number of users is not 
sufficient to keep the transit system 
on a profitable basis. Subsidies, 
from electricity users, have been the 
answer for many years. 

Under these circumstances, an 
inerease in bus fares is very likely 
to result in a still further decline 
in bus use. All who can will switch 
to the private cars they would pre- 
fer in any- case. More children will 
be taken to school by parents, more 
wives will -acquire “second cars.”

There is a growing conviction 
that the whole question of commu- 
nity public transportation now re- 
quires a new appraisal: not merely 
the matter of fares but the basic 
facts of its existence. 

It is generally agreed that any 
community needs a public transpor- 
tation system of some kind. There 
cannot be abandonment of all those 
unable or unwilling to drive them- 
selves. But how can it be made to 
pay its way? A subsidized system 
tends to be cut to the point where 
it serves no one properly, and thus 
further discourages possible cus- 
tomers. 

More attention should be paid to 
encouraging residents to use the 
buses. In the circumstances which 
now exist in Victoria, it might be 
an appropriate time for the down- 
town merchants once more to assess 
the possibilities of attracting poten- 
tial customers to their stores by en- 
couraging bus traffic. 

Many firms now pay the parking 
charges for car drivers. Could they 
not, through some receipting ar- 
rangement, similarly pay the bus 
fares of pedestrian customers? 
Could there be a cheap shuttle serv- 
ice to carry customers in from park- 
ing places on a ring around the city 
centre? Could some new type of 
vehicle be employed? 

None of these suggestions may 
be feasible. But they exemplify 
the type of thinking which should 
be done if a solution to the public 
transportation problem is to be 
found. The present process of slow 
attrition is equally not feasible, for 
it is in reality little more than a 
matter of glumly waiting for the 
inevitable end.

Ganja and 
Rastafarians

N a continuation of iis “get tough 
policy” on ertme, the Jamaican govern- 


ment _has introduced new, stiffer penalties 


for offences involving marijuana — or 
ganja, as it is known here. 


The ganja bill comes hard on the heels 
of legislation that sharply boosted mini- 
mum-and maximum sentences for armed 
robbery and sex crimes, If sets a mini- 
mum of five years and a maximum of 
seven for growing or selling ganja; and 
18 months to three years for possession. 

This is further evidence of the deter 
mination of Sir Alexander Bustamante's 
government to deter the criminal element 
on this Caribbean island and to halt a 
crime wave that was beginning to assume 
alarming proportions. 

While the use of ganja is widespread 
among Jamaica's poor ést—class, the 
heavier penalties will have special sig- 
nificance for the Rastafarians, an _ugly 
“hack-to-Africa” sect whose members be- 
lieve that ganja was Biblically ordained 
for man's enjoyment. 

Richiy or.wrongly, ganja has been 
blamed for the almost constant irritating 
anti-social pose and sporadic criminal 
behavior of the 30,000 or so sect mem.

Nightmarish Look 


Rastafarians are found only In Jamaica 
and their appearance is nightmarish, 
Usually barefoot and ragged, they let their 
hair and beards grow untended except for 
filthy braids that quickly identify ther, 
They refer to each other as ‘Brother’ 
and “Peace and Love” is their greeting. 
Some carry a small staff and will mur- 
mur “Justice!” to passers-by, raising @ 
forefinger as a further trademark. 

The Rastas, as they are called colo- 
quially, regard Halle Selassie as their 
supreme leader, an honor he has accepted 
with a restrained show of gratitude, They 
carry his picture with them and have 
built up-a cult of mysticism mixed with 
a touch of racism. They regard them- 
selves as the reincarnation of the Israel. 
ites of Solomon's time. 

While Ethiopia and other African 
nations have wined and dined Rasta en- 
voys, the sect's. hoped-for “exodus to 
Africa” has failed to materialize, 

The Rastas reject most Jamaican laws, 
but the principal and almost constant 
conflict with authority has been over the 
use of ganja, For many years they have 
had the island's topography on their side 
and ganja has been grown with impunity 
in barely accessible valleys and on steep 
slopes deep in the lush mountainous in- 
terior. But the police force recently ac- 
quired a helicopter which is being used 
with .ever-increasing effectiveness to 
pte out the well-camouflaged ganja gar- 
jens, 

Jamaica's Prime Minister Sir Alex- 
ander Bustamante has often. expressed 
embarrassment over-the bad name the 
Rastafarians give Jamaica and he has 
vowed to stamp out ganja which he con- 
siders a prime source of the sort of 
bravado that could turn idle threats into 
bloods deeds,

Recently I pointed out that some experts 
on kidney transplantation have been warning

Since then, some papers 
have-been full of descrip- 
tions of efforts to transplant 
into 4 patient's kidneys 
taken even from a mon- 
. As any expert could 
have prophesied there was 
mighty little chance of

cine” my friend Wendell. Weed has said there 
is an excellent summary of our present state 
of knowledge in regard to kidney transplan- 
tation. As ne said, at Boston's Peter Bent 
Brigham Hospital, the transplantation of 
kidneys has been pioneered since the early 
1950s, but even there the doctors consider 
their work mainly investigative. Their best 
results have been obtained, naturally, with 
19 transplants between identical twins; but 
even among these most favorable cases, there 
are only 13 patients who are still living. Three 
died at periods of from four months to more 
than five years after the transplantation

Many other transplants between related and 
unrelated persons have been attempted with 
six of the last 11 patients still alive.

I read that in two of Denver's hospitals, 
surgeons have transplanted more than 40 
kidneys between both related and unrelated 
persons, with apparént success in about 70 
per cent of the cases, This, of course, is an 
excellemt record. That the doctors are learn- 
ing more and more about the operation is 
shown by the fact that most of the postoper- 
ative deaths occurred among the first 13 
patients worked on. 

The big problem has been to suppress the 
normal immune response to the implantation 
in a person of a bit of tissue which the body 
treats as a foreign imvader—killing it and 
throwing it out, When success in a trans- 
plantation has been obtained, big - efforts 
have been made to suppress this immune 
reaction. In some hospitals, for a while the 
recipient of a kidney, first had his spleen 
removed but now this is being given up. For

WASHINGTON—It is well to remember that, under the 
jaw, organized basoball and professional footbal] are not 
quite equal. That is the concern again of the distinguished 
senators from Michigan and. Hlinois, Mr. Philip Hart and 
Mr. Everett Dirksen. This week they are co-sponsors of a 
Senate bill that seeks more civil rights for pro football, 

What is bugging the football people and their support- 
ing. senators is the second-class citizenship of their game, 
which does not have the protection of the Supreme Court 
of the United States in the same degree that does baseball. 
Pro football has not been given immunity from the anti- 
trust laws. 

This is what pro football's friends in the Senate are 
seeking, parity with baseball. An act of Congress is needed 
because the Supreme Court, at the last asking in 1957, ruled 
that pro football could not be similarly favored under the 
anti-rust laws. At the same time, the high court invited 

‘Congress to an exemption for football. 

This is what is in the works. Mostly it is an effort to 
get status for pro football, which actually has been unham- 
 pered by the fact that it may be less loved by the high court. 
The restrictions on football have not quite left the game suf- 
focated. Even now there are club owners who proclaim that 
pro football Tias usurped baseball's place as the national 
sport. 

Football has gotten favors from Congress before. It 
owes its big, profitable television packaging agreement to 
special exemption by Congress in 1961 from the monopoly 
laws which previously had scowled on sugt{ monolithic ar- 
rangements. The congressional go-ahead enabled the Na- 
tional Football League to wrap up a $9.3 million, two-year 
deal with a network for its TV rights. 


Baseball Is Content With Status 


Baseball has been content with its mostfavored sport 
status in the high court and hasn't deigned to ask for any- 
thing like this in peddling in its TV-radio rights. It might 
not even be workable in baseball, with the successful clubs 
like the Yankees refusing to share its TV-radio revenue with 
the have-not teams, but pro football has paved the way for 
such action.
